Thomas H. Hager!y, city chaplain, 
and one of the oldest Methodist 
Episcopal ministers in th** world, 
died at the

Ile* was 90 years 
obi. 
Told that he had hut a few' min­ 
utes to live, Dr. Hagertv said: 
‘‘I will thank the Lord for 
privilege he has 
given 
me 
pr**aching Hie gospel.” 
He apparently had finished 
prayer, and sank back on his 
low—dead. 
At the bedside were Mrs. Hag­ 
ertv and Mrs. H. II. Wagoner, of 
4167 Linden boulevard, 
a 
close 
friend of the pastor, who he re­ 
quested be summoned when inform­ 
ed that lie had but a few hours to 
live. 
Dr. Hagertv died from a compli­ 
cation of diseases. He was in San 
Antonio, Tex., when taken ill and 
he rennet sod that he he* brought lo 
the city hospital 
in 
St. 
Louis. 
'"here he had preached for more 
than thirty years. 
He had been 
then** a month. 
Dr. Hagertv 
was 
active,

preached till seven months ago, 
when taken ill.

great things are always simple and 
the French today are simple as 
Abraham Lincoln was in our Civil 
war.
